While the Third battallon 6f the Seventn 
regiment was vallantly defending Camp De- 
heen at Higin yesterday from the attack of a 
superior forces, the First Illinois cavaity was 
being suttinarliy ejected from the village of 
Maywood by a certalh Marshal Sweeney.

With the birds in his aeroplane Ovington 
sped at a height of 1,800 feet from Grant 
Park to the South Shore Country club 
grounds.

Realizing that 
he was too high to alight on land, Ovington 
deliberately steered his monoplane for the 
lake. Then he thought of the imprisoned 
birds and turned around to liberate them. 

While he was undoing the fastenings of the 
basket his machine turned a complete som- 
ersault in the air, the tall spinning over 
backwards. The aviator took a deep breath 
end crouched in the cockpit of his monoplane.

Ward’s Engine Zxplodes in Air. 

“Jimmie '" Ward circled the field a number 

of times so low that the crowd had little 
difficulty in seeing the smile characteristic 
of the youngster throughout the meet. He 
maintained a speed of about fifty miles 
an hour, and often greeted the stands and 
judges with waves of his hand. 
He had made the circuit of the pylons 
perhaps ten times, and was almost directly 
in front of the judges’ stand, flying at a 
height of about sixty feet, when a sudden 
report echoed over the field. 

The crowd gasped and arose in a spasm of 
horror as a cylinder was seen to fly from 
the engine and crash to the ground. Splin- 
tered wood was hurled from all sides of 
the machine. 

“There goes Ward,” some one shouted, 
and every eye was turned to the disabled bi- 
plane. 

A cylinder in his engine had blown out, 
striking the propeller. splintering the blade. 
Ward was in the air without power. His 
position was precarious. A loss of nerve, a 
slight puff of wind, ora snapped wire would 
cost him his life. 


His Smile Hades. 
Ward's smile faced. The machine, racked 
from tip to tip of its planes by the explosion, 
quivered in the air a moment, took a sudden 


dart toward the ground, and a crash seeme# 
inevitable. Screams arose from the stands 
Women hid their faces and men turned their 
hacks, expecting to hear the wreck of the 
machine and see a repetition of Tuesday's 
tragedies. 

From the gust of horror that swept through 
the crowd came a few faint cheers which 
exaggerated into wild applause as the young 
aviator was seen to maintain his machine's 
equilibrium and commence a volplane by a 
dexterous and heady use of his guiding 
planes. 

A graceful swoop, a perfect landing, and 
Ward was safe. He jumped from his seat, 
ran to the rear of his machine, and surveyed 
the cause of his accident. 

It was a close sha ve, he remarked, as he 
inspected the smashed propeller and exploded 
engine. It's lucky I started down immedi- 
ately. I didn't have enough power to go 
high and maintain speed. A foot's elevation 
of the planes would have cost me my life.’’ 

Ward was hustled to the judges’ stand in a 
motor car. His ride in front of the boxes and 
stands was a triumphal procession. He was 
cheered and applauded. Follgwing a hasty 
conference with the judges and a short con- 
versation with Glenn Curtiss, Ward rushed 
to the hangars, took possession of the Cur- 
tiss machine used by Eugene Ely the first day 
of the meet, and went sailing back over the 
scene of his accident. Later he participated 
In the race around the country club. 


Ambulances Rush to Aid. 

A mad rush of ambulances, officials, and 
the Red Cross aufomobile occasioned some 
excitement during the alighting contest. 
Lee Hammond's biplane was seen to make a 
perfect rise and a sucden glide downward. 
Passing out of sight behind the bank people 
expected to hear a crash. Doctors. nurses, 
and ambulances were hurried to the spot to 
find the aviator clambering from his ma- 
chine. 

He was surprised when asked if every- 
thing was all right and explained his sudden 
descent as being due to irregular explosions 
of his motor. He was driven in front of the 
stands to prove to the spectators that he was 
not injured. 

Few spectators realized that C. P. Rodgire, 
in a Wright machine, was in serious trouble 
when he landed. While about 200 feet in the 
air at the south end of the aerodrome a rud- 
der support gave way and the aviator had a 
narrow escape from side skidding. He held 
the machine in balance, however, and vol- 
planed toa a landing in erent of the 
hangars. ~ . 

After repairing this difficulty Rodgers start- 
ed the engine and was again placed hors de 
combat by the breaking of his propeller blade 
against a rock. A new one was adjusted, and 
the filer again began his flight for duration. 


Beachey Soars Up 8,500 Feet. 

TAncoln Beachey was the first of the avi- 
ators,striving for the altitude record to alight. 
He had been up for an hour and a half attain- 
ing a height of 8,500 feet and descended only 
because of the cold.

York. 

Atwood was to have gone on to Erie, but a 
lack of gasoline forced him to land here, 
eleven miles west of Erie. He came down 
without accident and glided into a corn field 
in the twilight; his biplane being moored 
beneath the trees on the lake shore. , 

Starting from Cleveland after innwmerable 
delays, the Bostonian went through the air at 
terrific speed. A fast mail train which left 
Cleveland twenty minutes after him failed to 
catch up. Atwood even made headway until 
he was thirty miles ahead of the train. 


Passengers Watch Race. 

As soon as the passengers were aware of the 
aeroplane’s racé they rushed eagerly to the 
windows.

Minister Calhoun is still in the capital 
chiefly engaged in conferring with officials 
of the state department concerning the 
status of American interests and policies in 
China. 

Calls Upon Senator Cullom. 

The only Illinois political leader he talked 
with today was Senator Cullom, upon whom 
he called to pay his respects. Although 
it is known the question of the gubernator- 
ial candidacy was ciscussed by the senator 
and the diplomat neither would say a word 
for publication concerning the matter. 
-Half-a dozen members of the Illinois dele-

Wife of Diplomat, in Winnetka, 
Praises Oriental’ Mothers. 


VISITS HOUSE OF PRINCESS. 


Surprised at Talent; Misses U. 8. Milk, 
May Rent Cow.

Seated on a vine clad porch in Winnetka 
amid the comforts that go to make Ameri- 
can life delightful, Mrs. William J. Calhoun 
yesterday morning conversed on the sub- 
ject of life in China and the pleasures of at 
least a temporary residence in a civiliza- 
tion essentially different from our own. 

She arrived in Chicago in advance of her 
husband, the minister to China, who is ex- 
pected this morning or tomorrow, and she 
went to the country place of her niece, Mrs. 
Edward S. Fechheimer. Inasmuch as she is 
to spend but a month in the United States, 
the east presented no inducements to her to 
leiter there unnecessarily. 

Women and their standing, children, serv- 
ants were the subjects which came up for 
consideration. Mrs. Calhoun's remarks but 
further proved the whole world kin—even 
the stylish,“ independent women of America 
and the retiring Chinese matron. 


Chinese Women Good Mothers. 

The women of China are progressing. It 
is interesting to watch their awakening. At 
one time the high class Chinese woman was 
one of the most secluded beings in the world. 
She met no foreigners. She participated in 
no way in any life outside of the social 
circle in which she was born. Even there 
she did not go out with men. Formerly one 
never heard of a man taking his wife to 
dinner. 

Now they appear at the residences of 
foreigners and they exchange social cour- 
tesies. Before I came away I gave a chil- 
dren's party. There were twelve little 
Manchus and the children of the foreign dip- 
lomats and officials. The mothers came with 
them. It was a charming occasion. 

“The women and the children are surpris- 
ingly bright. I didn’t know whether the chil- 
dren would be entertained, but it took them 
only the shortest time to learn to play ‘ drop 
the handkerchief’ and other American 
games. Chinese women are excellent mothers. 
They do not bring up their children exactly 
in accordance with our modern methods, but 
they teach them beautiful manners. They 
themselves have better manners than we. 

There not —-Mrs. Calhoun laughed as 
she rejec the suggestlon— anything at 
all like a suffrage movement in China. The 
women are not organized into clubs. The 
progressive movement among them started 
with the men. They have traveled. They 
are quick witted and sensitive to impressions, 
and they have accepted some of the foreign 
standards for women, 


Tells of Visit to Princess. 

“TI went to the residence of a princess—a 
beautiful place with courtyard after court- 
yard and richly decorated rooms. She 
showing me about, and in one of the room 
we came upon her desk. On it was a pile 
of Chinese writing paper. ‘My hus- 
band,’ she said proudly, ‘is teaching 
me to write.“ She showed me her ef- 
forts. They were the elaborate Chinese 
letters, which the educated Chinese make 
into works of art, and they had been correct- 
ed in red ink by her husband. One kind of 
mark meant good, another fair, and still 
another not good. He had gone over them 
with the greatest care. This is but one of the 
many little incidents which would indicate 
that the woman movement in China—if there 
is such a thing—really has its beginning in 
the mental attitude of the men. 

The women of that country are extremely 
talented. This princess showed me some 
paintings of hers. When I left she said she 
wished to make me one, and asked what I 
should prefer, a flower or a landscape. I 
chose a landscape, After a while I received 
it. It was beautiful. With it was a paper 
covered with Chinese script. I sent it to be 
translated, and discovered even through the 
barrier of the translation that it was some 
exquisite verse. I thought at the time how 
few European and American women, with 
all of their advancement, had two gifts so 
cultivated that they could make such a rare 
and individual present. 


Have Keen Sense of Humor. 

One thing that we have enjoyed in them 
is their sense of humor. It is keen and deli- 
cate. Touch the Chinese sense of humor and 
they are yours. There is scarcely such a 
thing as a servaht question in China. The 
people employ men and boys, and they take 
great pride in their work. When you givea 
picnic you have but to say, ‘ Have luncheon 
for so many at such and such a temple,’ and 
it is there, with your best china and silver, 
and it is exquisitely served. The sun shines 
all of the time in China. You neverhave to 
worry after issuing invitations for fear it is 
going to rain. That is why we have so many 
picnics. 

te among the foreign colony of Pekin is 
delightful. We live in perfect comfort, and 
for the most part maintain our American 
habits in our home. Some foods we miss, 
such as beefsteak and mutton chops. The 
Chinese do not use milk and butter as we do. 
We think that when we return we will renta 
cow.“

Busied on Cotton Bill, 

In connection with the senate cotton bill, 
the clerical force of the ways and means com- 
mittee is making an examination and will 
report on the rates of the senate iron and 
steel schedules as compared with the rates 
on those products as contained in the bil) 
which has been framed by the house com- 
mittee. 

Representative Underwood does not think 
the senate and house differ materially. Al- 
though he has not carefully studied the 
terms of the senate schedule, he is of the opin- 
ion that the rates in the two Dills are ap- 
proximately the same. If the examination of 
the bills verify Mr. Underwood's assumption 
the senate cotton bill will be reported to the 
house tomorrow. 

Mr. Mann told Mr. Underwood today he 
would mot give unanimous consent for de- 
bate on the cotton bill tomorrow, and it con- 
sequently, will go over until Monday, when 
it\will be passed after a few hours’ debate. 
Congress will not be kept in session awaiting 
the disapproval of the bill by the president. 

The president has vetoed the wool and 
free list bills, and, of course, we take it for 
granted he will disapprove the cotton bill if 
he deem: such a course necessary,“ said Mr. 
Underwood. 


Free List Veto Message. 

In his message vetoing the farmers’ free 
list bill, the president, aftér an extended re- 
view of.the measure, declares the “ same 
reasons which impelled me to decline to 
sign the wool bill control me in this case.“ 
He summarizes his objections to the bill in 
these terms: 

First, because it should not be consid- 
ered until the tariff board shall make re- 
port upon the schedules it affects; second, 
because the bill is so léosely drawn as to 
involve the government in endless litiga- 
tion, and to leave the commercial commun- 
it} in disastrous doubt; third, because it 
places the finished product on the free list, 
but: retains on the dutiable list the raw ma- 
terial and, the machinery with which gach 
finished product is made, and thus puts at 
a needless cisadvantage our American 
manufacturers. Fourth, while purporting, 
by putting agricultural implements, meat, 
and flour on the free list, to reduce their 
price to the consumers, it does not do so, 
but only gives to Canada valuable conces- 
sions which might be used by the executive 
to expand reciprocity with that country in 
accordance with the direction of congress.” 


Would Mean “Heavy Burden.” 

Having expressed at length in his message 
vetoing ‘the wool bill his conviction that 
tariff legislation should await the report 
of the tariff board. the president passes at 
once to a consideration of the manner in 
which the free list bill is drawn and finds 
that it would inevitably lead to the great- 
est uncertainty " imposing a heavy bur- 
den on the administrative branch of the 
government in addition to creating dis- 
astrous uncertainty in commercial cirétes * 
and a “ burdensome amount of Itigation. 

The consideration led him to the con- 
clusion that the bill, “while apparently 
simple and affecting only a few articles, is 
in reality so loose in its phraseology that 
it would affect hundreds of items in the 
existing tariff act. Concedjng the wisdom of 
its general policy, the paragraphs of the 
bill ought to be rewritten in definite and 
specific terms.“ 

Having reviewed the various clauses to 
the construction of which he objects, the 
prestéént says: 

“The truth is that the language is so 
ambiguous that it is impracticable for the 
treasury department to give an exact esti- 
mate as to the diminution in revenue which 
will follow its passage.” /

The government believed, 
Mr. Churchill declared, that the arrange- 
ments it had made to safeguard the working 
of the railways and maintain order would 
be effective. If not, other measures of a 
larger scope would have to be taken promptly, 

so that the transport of everything really 
3 would be assured. 

It must be clearly understood, he declared, 
that there was no escape from these facts and 
that as they affected the food supply of the 
people and the safety of the country they 
were far more important than anything else. 


Many Towns to Go Hungry. 
To indicate the seriousness of the food 
situation, it may be cited that Brighton 
is seriously menaced by a shortage. Porth- 
cawl, in Wales, is full of visitors, and there 
is only a two day supply instock, At Liv- 
erpool the supply of foodstuffs is rapidly 
diminishing. At Manchester prices have 
nearly doubled, and in the south end the 
shortage is causing anxiety. Birmingham is 
without meat, and if the strike continues it 
is feared that London will be without milk. 
In view of the seriously menaced shortage 
of food, the government is contemplating the 
running of a service of military trains from 
the ports to the big cities in order to insure 
the prompt delivery of foodstuffs. The trains 
will be run independently of the companies 
and will take precedence over all other trains. 
The soldiers who have been sent on duty 
at different points in England, Ireland, Scot- 
land, and Wales number about 50,000. A 
naval order has been issued directing a 
large number of men to stand ready on the 
warships for shore duty. This is owing to 
the possibility of the necessity arising for 
using sailors as landing parties to take 
the places of garrisons that have been dis- 
patched to railway centers. 

Soldiers Will Shoot to Kill. 
Should the strike become absolute the sol- 
diers could help but little in moving the 
trains, as there are only three railway com- 
panies of Royal Engineers. They, however, 
are able to protect the roads, and the men 
working.

Troops are sending heliograph signals from 
the top of St. Paul's cathedral.

The 
rallroads agreed to open a new road on pri- 
yate property to connect with the subway 
to be dug beneath the tracks at Seventy- 
gixth street, the road to be opened within 


ninety days. 
Fence to Force Action. 

Not only have the four roads failed to live 
up to their agreement, but the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad closed Woodlawn avenue at 
this point, claiming that it had never been 
@ public highway, the complainants assert. 
J. Homer Sullivan, through injunction pro- 
ceedings, tried to prevent the closing of 
Woodlawn avenue, but the courts ruled in 

_favor of the company. 

In order. he says, to compel the railroads 
to keep their agreement, Sullivan last Mon- 
day built a fence across the alley, which 
adjoined his property. In so doing he shut 
off the Pennsylvania railroad from access 
to its warehouse, but also aroused protest 
from pedestrians.

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An American Story 
with Atmosphere! 


BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. 

BIG HORSE TO RIDE " ts an odd 
book. You could tell that from 
the title, couldn't you? It's by 
Miss E. B. Dewing, who wrote 
Other People's Houses, which 

also was an unusual performance. 

If you are wondering about the title, it 
refers to the book itself. The big horse was 
th® book—the prose Pegasus—and the sup- 
bosititious author never had mounted it be- 
fore and intended never to do so again. At 
the conclusion of the strangely recorded tale 
she gave it “a slap on the flank to freedom,” 
and let it race away quite out of her Hfe. 

The reason of that was that she had other 
things to do. She was, to begin with, a 
woman genius in the dancing line, who did 
wonderfully artistic things and set two con- 
tinents more or less on fire. Sometimes when 
she danced her back was as bare as her 
hand.“ But that was an incident. The real 
point was that she knew how to dance: 
However, in spite of power and youth, beauty 
and riches, there were times when she 
was not happy, and it was during one of 
these times that she was supposed to begin 
the writing of her book. And the book is 
meant to be—and is—an exposition of tem- 
perament. The real author has shown fine 
discrimination between her modes of ex- 
pression and those of the fictional 
autobiographist. It is Rose Carson, the 
writer, and not E. B. Dewing, who has made 
her capricious self a living reality in the 
pages of this fitful story.

The book has atmosphere and ft Isn't often 
an American book has. (Heavens, how it 
hurts to admit it!) It is rich with sugges- 
tions of beauty and experience and emotion. 
It links far cities together—Paris, Denver, 
Berlin, San Francisco, Chicago, London, New 
York, Spokane. It makes cities seem inci- 
dents, as, of course, they are to real travel- 
ers. Rose Carson, the dancer, is undeniably a 
traveler. She goes from country to country 
of the soul, as well as of the earth. She 
experiments, selects, rejects, and only falls 
short of the reader’s desire when, at the last, 
she rather complaisantly enters a snug apart- 
ment and seats herself demurely in the ranks 
of prosperous and proper persons. If she 
could have turned her back on all that was 
tried and proved and gone off, figuratively 
speaking, with the raggele tangle gypsies 
O.“ the feeling of the reader would have 
been more elated. 
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There have been a number of books this 
last year with women geniuses for heroines, 
and take them for all in all, they make en 
gaging ones. They are surprising and capri- 
clous, warm and ardent and intense. They 
take the reader out of the humdrum life into 
one which appears ‘to have impulse rather 
than formula for its guide. At least three 
of these books have been about dancers, and 
not the least engaging portions of them have 
been the descriptions of the dances, and the 
estimations of dan eing. “ Dancing,”’ Rose 
Carson said, has in this country a place 
below the salt, the light o' love among the 
arts; the outcast sister of music and drama, 
she exists on the suffrance of her more re- 
spected kin; while in France——"’ never mind 
the rest. She went to France to dance and 
they set the seal of approval on her there, and 
afterward they liked her everywhere. 

But the real story is, of course; about Rose 
Carson's heart. It’s always the heart. 
Haven't you seen those dreadful little boy 
sopranos come out in vaudeville in their 
knickers, had them smiling at you with their 
beardless, strained young faces; and seen 
them clasp their vests and sing about their 
hearts? And the unwashed little urchins who 
race out in their boats at Naples to welcome 
you to the land of dreams have precisely 
the same gesture and the same kind of a 
song. No doubt they doit on the furthermost 
isles. Always the heart. Rose Carson cer- 
tainly had an odd heart. It kept her going 
emotionally, but never betrayed her into 
consummate folly. That makes the book 
unusual and a sort of corrective to certain 
other books of the season. 

On the whole the story !s an achievement. 
It has plenty of faults, but as these are as 
entertaining as the virtues of the book, it 
would be folly to inveigh against them. The 
story is heartily recommended to lovers of 
entertaining fiction. (Macmillan.)

Reviews of Other Books. 

Miles Abernathy, father to the youngsters 
who took a horseback ride from Guthrie, 
Okla., to New York, has written the history 
of that remarkable adventure, entitling it, 
“THE RIDE OF THE ABERNATHY 
BOYS" (Doubleday, Page & Co.). Mr. 
Abernathy has made a conscientious record 
of the exploits of his two valorous sons, 
one of whom was aged 9 and the other 8 
at the time of their ride. They covered 2,018 
miles, were lost on the plains and in the 
mountains, traveled dangerous trails. slept 
with wolves howling about them, were pol- 
soned by bad water, knew hunger, thirst, 
and storm, and enjoyed themselves almost 
all of the time. They have the appetite 
for adventure and the ability to take what 
comes like men, whether it is to be received 
by the president of the United States, enter- 
tained by the rich and hospitable, or turned 
from the door by a suspicious householder. 

The boy who wishes to learn how to meet 
difficulties and overcome them can learn 
much about ways and methods by reading 
this book. Mr. Abernathy writes it in his 
own way, with no pretense at literary style, 
and has produced a readable book which 
both old and young wilFjlike to follow. An 
introduction would have been desirable. The 
book really needs a word or two of explana- 
tion to those who may not have followed 
the exploits of these young soldiers of for- 
tune by newspaper reports. The book is il- 
lustrated.

Miss Cynthia Stockley, the author of 
Poppy.“ has put forth a novel called 
VIRGINIA OF THE RHODESIANS,” enn 
dently an early piece of work. The sharply 
cynic tone which readers have come to 
identify with Miss Stockley's work is here, 
but the sequence, the unity, and climax 
which characterized her previous South 
African stories, is quite lacking. Indeed, so 
loosely does the tale adhere that the reader 
is sometimes puzzled to know whether the 
book purports to. be a novel or a series of 
short stories. It is clever, with a sort of 
diabolic cleverness, but the mind ‘soon 
-wearies of the insolence of tone and of the 
slurs thrown at women. The stories suffer 
from too great a number of characters and 
a scattering of interest, and all of the au- 
thor’s saffron atmosphere fails to lend sum. 
cient glamour to compensate for the tawdry 
pessimist. 

There is an assertive worldliness in the 
descriptions of society and the characteriza- 
tion is bizarre and arresting, but on the 
whole and in spite of certain moving climaxes 
the work is shallow.

Were Miss Stockley’s manner not so pre- 


tentious, and in certain respects so remark- | 


able, her book might well be dismissed with a 
more amiable comment, but it Is irritating to 
see a writer of brilliant talent give herself 
over to all that iscynical and perverse. Witty 
it is. and in an origina]—often a surprising— 
manner. But this picturing society as a bat- 
tle ground in which women are engaged in 
eutting each other’s throats seems obsolete.

T LAST Gen. Francis Vinton Greene's 

book on “THE REVOLUTIONARY 

WAR, and the Military Policy of the 

United States,” is ready for publica- 

tion (Scribner). Gen. Greene has been 
working on this book for years, and fortu- 
nately for him, most of the books of refer- 
ence that he needed he found in his own 
library. It is a monumental work written 
by a man who is not only a soldier but who 
is at the same time a writer. The present 
volume is the flrat of three which will pre- 
sent the essential facts in our military his- 
tory and which will analyze these facts and 


be not only intereating at the present time, 
but in the future. Being a military man, 
Gen. Greene believes not only in a stand- 
ing army, but in a thoroughly disciplined 
and up to date body of men. 


— 

The army, he says, has always been a fac- 
tor of prime importance in our national life. 
It was due to the Skill of Washington at 
Trenton and Yorktown, and the fortitude of 
his officers and men at Valley Forge and 
elsewhere during eight long years, that the 
labor of Samuel and John Adams, Patrick 
Henry, and Tomas Jefferson did not prove 
fruitiese, and that the Declaration of In- 
dependence became a monumental docu- 
ment ‘instead of passing into the waste 
basket of forgotten revolutionary pronuncia- 
mentos. Statesmen are all right in their 
place, but their plans could not be carried 
out without the army to back them. To 
quote from Gen. Greene’s Preface: 

The success of Scott on the Niagara frontier in 
aid of the wonderful victories of the navy in the 
war with Great Britain compelled the British to 
relinquish their control over our commerce through 
the right of search and acknowledge our rightful 
lines of frontier. The territorial expansion on the 
gulf and Pacific would have been impossible if 
the armies of Scott and Taylor had failed. The 
union would have been disrupted and slavery per- 
petuated in spite of the eloquence of Webster 
and Phillips and Summer and the consummate 
genius of Lincoln, if Grant and Sherman had not 
understood te art of war. Finally, it was not 
alone the unanimous resolution of congress that 
made Cuba free and incidentally brought us Porte 
Rico and the Philippines, a commanding position in 
the orient and the recognition of our greatness as 
a world power, but also the skill, valor, and en- 
@urance of the officers and men ashore and aficat, 
who carried our arms te victory on both sides of 
the globe in a few short months of 1806. 


eo 

In 1812-18 we became lax. Our army wae 
not what it should have been. For twelve 
years military service had been neglected and 
we paid for this neglect at Detroit, Sackett’s 
Harbor, Bladensburg, and Washington. We 
learned our lesson then, and there is every 
reason to believe that we will continue to 
follow out the Rooseveltian beliefs, that a 
standing army is a good preserver of peace 
and order. 

Gen. Greene begins his history with the bat- 
tle of Lexington, then he moves on to New 
York, Philadelphia, up the Hudson, and so on 
to 1781. In reviewing some of Washington's 
campaigns, notably the march to Virginia in 
1781, he compares it with Napoleon's famous 
campaign of 1805, when he suddenly aban- 
doned the camp which he had formed at 
Boulogne for the invasion of England and 
marched to the Danube. The distance was 
about the same, 400 miles. Washington cov- 
ered it in twenty-eight days, Napoleon in 
thirty-five. Napoleon left the Channel on 
Au 27, and the capitulation of Ulm tpok 
place on Oct. 15—forty-nine days later. Waeh- 
ington crossed the Hudson Aug. 21, and the 
surrender of Yorktown was on Oct. 19—fifty- 
nine days later. Washingtom's resources in 
men, money, and equipment, supplies, and 
transportation werb but a small fraction of 
those at Napoleon's disposal; but the effect 
on the world’s history of Ulm and Austerlitz 
was a still smaller fraction of the results 


which flowed from Yorktown.

In Part II. of this book, Gen. Greene dis- 
cusses the military ‘policy of the United 


States, w hich, he says, is That we maintain 
a man regular army in time of peace, raise 
large volunteer forces im time of war, and 
maintain at all times a ‘wel! regulated mili- 
tia’ in the various states. This policy.“ 
to again quote from Gen. Greene, “ rests 
upon certain fundamental principles—viz. : 
distrust of a standing army, reliance upon un- 
trained troops, and dependence upon volun- 
teer service.
